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New Parochial Aid Routes Opened 


COURT DECISION EXPANDS SCHOOL SUPPORT

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Supreme Court, careful to draw 
a distinction between aid to 
schoolchildren and aid to their 
church-run schools, has opened 
new avenues that states can use 
to 
spend 
tax 
dollars 
for 


parochial education. 


The court's action, taken 


Friday in a case from Ohio, ex- 
pands significantly how stales 


can pump money into educa- 
tional programs in private, 
predominantly 
sectarian 


schools. But the justices did nut 
stray far from a rationale they 
have used in a Ions series of 
decisions on the separation of 
clmrch and state. 


The court upheld as constitu- 


tional most aspects of a 1975 
Ohio law that provided S8R.8 
million in stale tax money Tor 
private schools over a two-year 


period. 


Both sides involved in the 


Ohio controversy found satis- 
faction coupled with frustration 
in the decision, which laid down 
guidelines 
for other state 


legislatures to follow if they 
want to aid parochial pupils 
without violating the Conslitu- 
tion. 


The Rev. Patrick Farrcll of 


the U.S. Catholic Conference 
praised most of the court's 


rulings but termed "deplora- 
ble" the justices' findings that 
states may not "lend" parochial 
pupils such classroom equip- 
ment as maps, charts and 
audio-visual aids and cannot 
help defray costs of parochial 
school field trips. 


All but '29 of the 720 private 


schools in Ohio are run by the 
Roman Catholic Church.

lamented what they perceived to 


be an expansion of stale aid in 
the lending of textbooks and in 
providing academic and diag- 
nostic lesting services and 
therapeutic aid. 


"I'm disappointed at Ihis ap-

.lody Powell later amended thai 
lo say Carter believes tax 
payments should be made by 
everyone wilh "significant in- 
come." 


Under current tax laws the 


poor pay no taxes, and Carter 
has suggested that the number 
facing no tax liability be 
increased at the lower end of the 
scale. 


Powellwas asked whal Ihe 


preferred $6,000 payment por- 
tended for Ihe tax reform 
program the President has 
promised to unveil in Sep- 
tember. He replied thai it "was 
indicative of the President's 
general 
approach" 
to tax 


reform — to reduce or eliminate 
the number of Americans of 
means who pay no taxes. 


The press secretary said he 


was reluctanl lo gel more 
specific lest businessmen leap 
to Ihe conclusion lhal Carter 
mighl iry lo eliminate or curtail 
the investment tax credil aimed 
at encouraging Ihem to lay out 
money for job-producing plants 
and equipment. He said the tax 
revision program is still too far 
from completion to permit 
much s|)cculation aboul ils ul- 
limalc shape.

in which standardized lesls 
controlled by public school of- 
ficials measure the quality of 
eduealion lhat parochial pupils 
are receiving.

psychological diagnostic testing 
services administered by public 
school employes. 


—Therapeutic help such as 


remedial reading and speech 
lessons for studenls, so long as 
the Iherapy is given on siles 
"neither physically nor educa- 
tionally identified with the 
functions of the non-public 
schools." 


The court's wording on that 


point could lead to another legal 
battle as both sides in the Ohio 
case formed different interpre- 
tations of how the wording af- 
fects mobile units parked at the 
curb in front of parochial 
schools. 


The Supreme Court in 1975 


ruled that stales could nol lend 
parochial schools Ihe services 
and equipment that the court 
earlier had decided could not be 
given to the non-public schools. 


The Ohio Legislature, in an 


attempt to circumvent that 


• ruling, worded its law in ^ way 
lhal Ihe services and equipment 
would be loaned to pupils and 
parents rather than the church- 
supported schools. 


The court*!agreed that such 


wording effectively avoided a 
constitutional violation — ex- 
cept

The Silent Invader 


Federal Judiciary's 
Overloaded Circuitry 


. 
When an electrical line receives 


;'.more power than it can carry a fuse 
• blows. 


This 
safety 
measure 
prevents 


damage to the line and the intended 
objects of its current. 


Everything, however, shuts down 


until the cause of the overloading is 
removed. 


The courts in most states and those 


in the federal system have been in this 
overloaded position for the past 
several years and are becoming more 
. so at a rate faster than the escalating 
inflation in our economy. 


A trial court whose case load is 


current, that is, one disposition for 
each new filing, is the exception today 
throughout the U.S. 


This piling up of untried cases falls 


particularly hard upon the litigants in 
•a civil matter because as a matter of 
-;fiolicy, criminal cases are put at the 
'head of the docket. 


Even conceding much of this civil 


^-litigation never should have been filed 
: an the first instance there still remains 
'a great volume of meritorious matters 
..whose hearing date is years from the 
' filing date. 


Going to court to settle a civil ar- 


gument is getting close to taking off on 
the celebrated departure and return of 
the fabled Enoch Arden. 


A few days ago Noel P. Fox, the 


presiding judge in the federal district 
court'for western Michigan, sent a 
letter to Pete Rodino, of Watergate 
fame, pleading for some assistance in 
unclogging his overburdened circuit. 


The federal system ages ago divided 


.Michigan into two trial circuits. 


The eastern district takes in the 


llower peninsula on a north-south line 
.through Lansing. Presently 10 judges 
sit on its bench headquartered at De- 
troit. 
' The western district covers the 
lower peninsula west from that north- 
south line, including Lansing, and the 
upper peninsula. 


;• .Fox and Wendell Miles, the other 


judge, 
perambulate 
between 


Kalamazoo, 
Grand 
Rapids 
and 


~Marquette to cover this immense 
territory. 


In his June 21 letter to Rodino, 


chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee, Fox noted that Miles and 
he have 771 cases each pending before 


them. This is respectably close to be- 
ing twice the national average of 444 
per federal district judge. 


If those cases were in relatively 


simple bracket of a no fault divorce 
hearing, they could be cranked out at 
the rate of two or three a day, and the 
backlog never would come up in the 
first place. 


The trouble is that many of them are 


the hairy type such as the Benlon 
Harbor school desegregation suit 
which the NAACP has had before the 
western circuit since 1967. Sorting out 
fact from fiction in a case of that 
variety requires more hours than the 
clock shows to be in a day. 


Fox thought some relief was coming 


when the Senate adopted an omnibus 
judgeship bill allotting two new judges 
to the western district early in May. 


Rodino's 
Subcommittee 
on 


Monopolies and Commercial Law cut 
this to one a few days ago. 


Upon learning of this Fox fired off a 


five-page letter to Rodino asking him 
as chairman of the full committee to 
restore the Senate's provision. 


Three more judges are really need- 


ed, Fox wrote, but two additional faces 
can at least put the court in higher 
gear. Giving the district just the single 
judge, he noted, will not effectively 
dent the adverse statistical com- 
'parison between it and the national 
average. 


The presence of more judges has a 


way of stimulating more case filings. 


Therefore, 
changes more fun- 


damental than creating more jud- 
geships are essential to returning the 
judicial system to normalcy. 


We define normalcy to mean serving 


the public in the fair expeditious 
manner which the judiciary proclaims 
as its hallmark. 


Until the appellate courts in the 


state and federal systems take the 
leadership role in performing some 
radical surgery on the judicial 
process, the trial judges who must 
labor under unnecessarily complicat- 
ed ground rules cannot do much to 
make the hallmark a reality. 


Like Fox and others they can only 


ask for well deserved relief. 


Unlike the Indiana & Michigan

SOUTHFIELD, Mich. (AP) — State officials and the city of 


Southfield have reached agreement on a proposal to build 183 high 
rise apartments for retirees and 93 single family homes for low 
and moderate income families. The Michigan State Housing 
Development Authority (MS11DA) declared the compromise ac- 
ceptable Friday. Under the original plan, the high rise project 
would have included the 183 retiree units and 62 townhouses to be 
rented on a subsidy basis to lower income families. Homeowners 
in the area protested the concentration of subsidized dwelling 
units mixed in with the senior citizens housing. Under the 
agreement, the senior citizens high rise project will be built as 
originally proposed. Joseph Sutschek, director of community 
development for Soutbfield said the 93 single family homes will be 
built on lots scattered throughout the suburb.

Glacier area of the park. Barry 
and Hill were employed at Swift 
Current Motor Inn, where the 
Guderian sisters were staying. 


The bodies were 'found by 


rangers who dragged the creek 
with nets.

Confessions Don't 


Make Headlines 


WASHINGTON - It's hardly 


newsworthy thi'si; days when a 
major corporation confesses In 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission (SEC) that it has 
maintained a secret company 
slush fund to finance kickbacks, 
brihes disguised as "Commis- 
sions," illegal political con- 
tributions or other unlawful 
payments. 


So many companies have 


made such revelations during 
the past four years that only the 
Wall 
Street 
Journal 
still 


regularly carries stories about 
those disclosures — and those 
brief accounts are buried inside 
the newspapor. 


But a report scheduled to be 


submitted to the SEC next 
month by the General Tire i 
Rubber Co., ranked lllth in the 
"Fortune 500" list of major 
corporations, could once again 
make the subject of "ques- 
tionable payments" front-page 
news. 


Most firms having problems 


with the SEC or in the courts 
manage to bury that news in a 
footnote behind the detailed 
financial statements at the back 
of their annual reports. The 
scope of General Tire's troubles 
is readily apparent from a 
casual glance at the 1976 annual 
report it issued several months 
ago. 


Dominating that report is a 


section called "Information 
Concerning Investigations, Li- 
tigation and Related Matters." 
11 occupies almost, four full 
pages at the front of the report 
issued by the Akron, Ohio firm. 


More than a year ago, in May 


1976. the company signed a 
court order, sought by the SEC, 
which called for the establish- 
ment of a Special Review Com- 
mittee authorized to conduct a 
full investigation in the use of 
corporate 
funds for alleged 


illegal and improper purposes. 


The Committee initially was 


mandated to conclude its work 
and 
produce 
a 
report in 


November 
1976. 
but 
that 


.deadline was postponed first to 
February 1977, then to this 
month. A Ihird extension now 
calls for a report next month. 


The sensitivity of the Com- 


mittee's work is illustrated by 
one of the seven illegal activities 
alleged 
by the SEC and 


described very imprecisely in 
General Tire's annual report: 
"Conferring of gratuities and 
benefits, including the use of 
corporate aircraft and payment 
of miscellaneous expenses, tu 
U.S. 
military officers and 


civilian employees." 


Neither the SEC nor the 


company will elaborate on that 
vague 
language. 
But 
the 


Defense Department, respond- 
ing to a request filed under 
provisions of the Freedom of 
Information Act, has provided 
previously unpublished infor- 
mation about that phase of 
General Tire's activities. 


According to those Pentagon 


documents. General Tire has 
acknowledged providing mili- 
tary 
officers 
and 
civilian 


employees 
of 
the 
federal 


government with 85 season 
tickets to sporting events during 
1973,1974 and 1975. 


In addition. General Tire 


acknowledged that Us corporate 
jets were used 20 times diirini; 
the same three-year period to 
carry federal employees. Two of 
those trips "were for entertain- 
ment purposes." but there is no 
explanation for the remaining 
flights. 
- 


The Pentagon was interested 


in those activities because one 
of General Tire's- major sub- 
sidiaries, the Aerojet-General 
Corp. of El Monte, Calif., is a 
large Defense Department con- 
tractor. 


The 
documents 
indicate, 


however, that the Pentagon ap- 
parently relied exclusively for 
its information on the com- 
pany's voluntary admissions, 
then displayed a strikingly 
casual attitude toward admitted 
violations of the department's 
own code of ethics. 


In the eases of the almost 4ml 


companies which have con- 
fessed to the SEC that they 
made 
"questionable 


payments," there have been 
numerous, well-publicized ins- 
tances of illegal contributions to 
members of Congress presiden- 
tial candidates and other elected 
officials.

DE.AR DR. LAMB - I am a 


54-year-old female of medium 
weight. A few months ago 1 was 
diagnosed as having Sjorgen's 
syndrome. Presently I am suf- 
fering from very dry and burn- 
ing lips and nose, and a severe 
burning of the external genital 
organ. My eyes arc dry, for 
which they give mo eye drops. 
Everj' night I have to put hor- 
mone cream into the vagina. 


If I have any coid or sore 


throat I have to take extra 
medicine. Drinking water by, 
the gallons wouldn't soothe the 
burning inside my stomach and 
cheeks. One thing that helps lo 
soothe this burning is taking 
buttermilk, at least two quarts 
every 24 hours. The doctors in- 
form me that this is a rare and 
incurable disease. 


So far i can swallow freely 


without food sticking to my 
throat. 


What is your advice for my 


situation? I desperately need 
some encouragement. Is this 
disease restricted to females or 
do males have it too? 


DEAR READER — Your doc- 


tors are doing about all that can 
be done for your problem. We 
know that the disease is as- 
sociated with an infiltration of 
the tear glands of the eyes and 
salivary glands by white blood 
cells (lymphocytes). This may 
make the salivary 
glands 


enlarge around the jaw bone. 


Less than 10 per cent of pa- 


tients with this disease are 
males. It often occurs in women 
who have rheumatoid arthritis. 
In addition to the absence of 
tears and the dry mouth that

can lead to difficulties in 
swallowing, it

dryness of the entire respiratory 
tract, skin and vagina. 


Artificial tears, as your doc- 


tors arc giving you, help the eye 
problem some. A similar solu- 
tion can be used as a mouth 
wash. There is some new work 
on the use of immune suppress- 
ing drugs similar to those used 
to 
prevent 
rejection 
of 


transplanted organs, but this 
needs further study. 


I know how discouraged you 


must be. I think it is important 
for you to realize that the 
methods of treatment available 
arc limited and that your doc- 
tors are doing all that anyone 
could do. Stay with your doctors 
and hope that some new means 
of treatment will be found soon. 


DEAR DR. LAMB — I was 


\vorking at an air base.and a jet 
went over and made a loud 
noise. Now I have ringing in the 
ears all the time. 


I have been to several doctors 


and they tell me there is nothing 
that can be done. Do you know of 
anything that could be done or 
_something I might do to control 
it? 


DEAR READER — Your 


story is that of noise damage to 
your ears. This type of damage 
affects the nerve mechanism 
that transmits hearing. You can 
have ringing of the'ears from 
many other causes — some of 
wliich can be treated. 


The treatment of your type of 


problem, involving the hearing 
nerve, is not very satisfactory. 
Often time alone permits some 
recovery so perhaps by the time 
you receive my letter you will 
have improved. I hope so. 


The episode is a severe warn- 


ing to you to protect your ears 
when you are around any form 
of noise. Individuals exposed to 
noise are usually required to 
wear protection devices against 
noise.

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Gift Has Complications 


FRANKFORT. KJ-. (AP) - A gift of chemicals to a college has 


presented officials with a complicated safety and disoposal' 
problem because the <-hr>raicals include poisons, carcinogens and 
a quantity of a poison gas used in World War 1. The chemicals, 
from an Indiana company, are in a jumble of jars, cans and bottles 
that came packed in sawdust in about 50 large containers almost a 
year ago. Dr. J. Bradford Block, medical consultant for UK- stale 
Department of Labor, said after visiting the school Friday. Block 
said he agreed with the college president not to divulge the name 
of the school. He also said school officials did not Ml him the name 
of the company that made the apparently tax-deductable donation. 


Sirica Considering Book 


ORLANDO, Fla. (AP) — Judge John Sirica says he is thinking 


about retiring "and doing a book" in which he would reveal the 
thoughts behind many of his Watergate rulings that eventually 
sent several of former President Hichard M. Nixon's trusted aides 
to prison. Commenting on Watergate in an interview, Sirica said 
that the "awesome decisions" he had to make left him feeling sad 
and "very much alone." Sirica, here for tonight's American 
Academy of Achievement ceremonies honoring 42 celebrities and 
M outstanding high school students, said he feels the rigors of the 
trial caused his heart attack more than a year after the main 
Watergate verdict. 


French Sticking Around 


DJIBOUTI. Territory of Afars and Issas (AP) - The French 


won't be leaving this strategic East African colony when they 
grant it independence Monday. The French are planning to 
remain, at the invitation of the new government, to keep trans- 
portation and communications running, provide defense and to 
support the economy of this tiny nation, which has few natural 
resources and no arable land. The tiny enclave between Ethiopia 
and Somalia, once French Somaliland, will be called the Republic 
of Djibouti and will be led by Hassan Gouled. Sources said 4,000 
French soldiers will remain while a local army is trained. Somalia 
has laid claim to Djibouti, on the shore of the Bab el Mandeb 
Straits, which connect the Red Sea and Indian Ocean. 


Ethiopia Reds Plan Rally 


ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia (AP) - Portraits of Marx and Lenin 


looked down on Revolution Square today, awaiting a massive rally 
called by Ethiopia's Communist military regime. The government 
of Col. Mengistu Haile iMariam said 150.000 to 300,000 Ethiopians, 
including peasant militiamen and army troops, would march to 
the square today to demonstrate support for his Soviet-leaning 
regime. Mengistu is making a show of strength in the face of 
separatist insurrection by an estimated 30.000 guerrillas in the 
northern province of Eritrea and another 3.000 in the Ogaden 
region of southern Ethiopia. Observers here say the recently- 
trained militiamen may soon swing into action against the insur- 
gents. 


Rebel Archbishop Holds Firm 


ECONE, Switzerland (AP) — A papal threat of excommunica- 


tion won't deter rebel Roman Catholic Archbishop Marcel 
Lcfebvre from ordaining 14 priests in defiance of Pope Paul VI. 
says a spokesman for the embattled archbishop. "We are not at all 
impressed. We are used to these threats," the spokesman said 
Friday. He said the archbishop, now in France, will return to his 
seminary at Econe for the ordination Wednesday. Several 
thousand of the prelate's supporters — including about 100 
Catholic priests — were expected to attend the ordination, coming 
in special trains from France, West Germany and Italy. A Vatican 
spokesman said the Pope probably would excommunicate 
Lefebvre if the ordination service is held. 


No Funds For Pardon Program 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The House and Senate agree that no 


money should be spent on President Carter's pardon program for 
Vietnam veterans, but still must resolve differences on how five 
departments and other agencies should spend $75 billion. The 
Senate passed two bills Friday containing about $75 billion for the 
departments of Housing and Urban Development, Treasury, State, 
Justice. Commerce and other agencies. 


The Senate decided that none of the funds should be given to 


Vietnam, Cambodia or Laos for reparations or aid. The Senate also 
adopted an amendment aimed at preventing U.S. officials from 
negotiating any settlement with Cuba of U.S. claims to confiscated 
private property for less than full value.

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Automatic Timers Can Trim Soaring Utility Bills

Automatic electric timers recently have emerge*! as tools to 


help homeowners fight skyrocketing utility bills. 


In their now applications, timers can be used to help control 


three of the most voracious consumers of energy in the home — 
the furnace, the air conditioning system and the electric water 
heater. 


Can timers really lielp? In 1975. J.E. Hall, an elecronics en- 


gineer from Columbia. S.C., experimented to find out. For the 
year he found that timers lielped by cutting his electric bill a 
neat SSOO. According to Jim Miller, president of a Spring Grove. 
111., manufacturer of timers, a timer designed by his company 


for use in conjunction with thp electric water healer can reduce 
a homeowner's electric bill by about $15 a month. 


He says that a -Hi-ballon quick recovery electric water heater 


uses up to an average of 750 kilowatt-hours of electricity 
monthly. By setting a specially designed.timer to turn it on only 
three hours a day. enough for sufficient hot water. 375 
kilowatt-hours a month can IK- saved. Figured at four cents per 
kilowatt-hour. S15 can be saved each month. Over the course of 
a year, $MO can be saved. 


Other timers can help reduce heating and cooling costs. One 


can serve both purposes if you have a central heating and 
cooling system controlled bv a single thermostat. This new 


timer, according to its manufacturer, can help a homeowner 
realize a!) to 16 ]H-r cent savings in healing costs. Used in tan- 
dem with a temperature setback mechanism, which is con- 
necltil to the timer by a length of flexible plastic tubing, this 
timer must be plugged into a wall outlet near the thermostat. 


The tubing, with setback mechanism attached, is extended up 
the wall and taped in place just below the thermostat. 


When the timer flicks the setback mechanism on. slightly 


heated air is blown into the thermostat. The thermostat 
"thinks" that the room has warmed up and reacts by turning 
the furnace down. Usng this timer, you don't have to remember 
to reset your thermostat at night. This same timer can be used 


to regulate central air conditioning equipment in the summer. 
For example, set the thermostat at 78 degrees. Set the timer to 
turn the setback mechanism on when you want the central air to 
come on. 


When the timer turns tin' setback mechanism on. the warm 


air eminating from it will "fool" the thermostat into "thinking" 
that the room has heated up. The thermostat will then activate 
the central air. Timers also can be used to regulate room air 
conditioners. Connected directed with the units, the timers can 
l>e set to turn the units on and off when you desire. Since the 
average mom air conditioner costs about $56 a year to operate, 
it's not inconceivable to realize an annual savings of $1(1-20 per 
unit.

agreed, but only if Henke moved 
it off the company's right of 
way. 


So Henke dug a hole in his 


yard and, with the help of a Bell 
truck, moved the pole about five 
feet, where it now stands 
complete with crossties and in- 
sulators, somewhat like a to- 
tem. 


"It hasn't cost me anything, 


just time and work. There's 
already been people who've 
come down to look at it and 
some have taken pictures," said 
Henke.

Q. — I intend to put down a 


hardwood floor on our basement 
floor,

concrete. We have been in the 
house for six years and have 
never has any problem with 
dampness in the basement, but 
just to make sure, I plan to use 
a sealer, then a moisture-proof 
adhesive, then the wooden strips 
(I by 4s) and then the hard- 


wood. Do you think a plastic 


moisture barrier is also neces- 
sary? 


A. — You have described all 


the recommended steps for ins- 
talling a hardwood floor on a 
concrete base. The plastic- 
moisture barrier is used only 
when the floor sets damp 
periodically. If you decide to use 
it — just to make sure — it 
should be placed over the 
wooden strips, which are known 
as screeds. The plastic should 
be overlapped by 3 or 4 inches, 
followed by a second set of 
screeds. Of course, this means 
the job will use more materials 
and take longer, so you will 
have to use your judgment as to 
whether the extra precaution is 
worth it.

a block of wood — one should 
always use short strokes rather 
than long ones. What is the 
reason for this? It seems to me 
it would take a lot longer to sand 
that way. 


A. — To get a smooth, flat 


surface, it is necessary that 
equalized pressure be applied 
along-the entire length of each 
stroke.

Company Refutes Charge 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (AP) — Allegations that a Grand 


Rapids trucking company hauled noxious chemicals to a Mont- 
calm County landfill for illegal burial are unfounded, according to 
the company's attorney. Approved Industrial Inc. was forced to 
temporarily store the deadly chemical C-56 in the Central Sanitary 
Landfill in Pierson Township and took proper precautions to pro- 
tect the environment, lawyer Gary Mclnerney said Wednesday. 
"The implication that the material was buried in some sort of 
covert attempt to hide their action is unfounded," Mclnerney said. 
"This alternative course of action was taken by Approved Indus- 
trial as a result of an unanticipated shutdown of proper incinerator 
disposals." Two tanks containing 7,500 gallons of C-5H have been 
unearthed by county officials and 20,000 additional gallons are 
believed hidden somewhere in Michigan, according to Ally. Gen. 
Frank Kelley. C-56 is a component of Kepone, the strongest in- 
secticide allowed on American markets. It is extremely poisonous 
to humans and known to cause liver damage, chest pains and 
severe skin irritations. The chemical was buried to protect it from 
the cold and to prevent its odor from escaping, Mclnerney said. 


New Form Of Jury Selection 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. (AP) — Washtenaw County courts are 


experimenting with a new form of jury selection lor civil cases 
that docs not require the presence of a judge. The system, 
currently in use in New York City, allows attorneys for both sides 
to question jurors in the presence of a court clerk, leaving judges 
free to catch up on other court business. The Michigan Judges 
Association has proposed a new rule that would allow other courts 
10 routinely use the system, but the state Supreme Court has not 
acted on the proposal. The Washtenaw County courts received 
special permission from the state court administrator's office to 
try the new system. It has been in use for four months. "It's a 
positive step toward making the facilities of the court available at 
less expense to the people and the litigants." 14th District Court 
Judge RolKTt Fink said of the system. "People arc so much more 
direct, honest and informal with you ilian when a judge is 
present." said John Collins, an Ypsilanti attorney who has worked 
with ihe system. Both sides in a civil case must agree to the 
arrangement before attorneys can go off into a separate room to 
begin questioning potential jurors. The system is not used if one 
attorney objects and can not be used in criminal trials. 


Private Boards Not Covered 


LAXSIN'G. Mich. (AP) — Private hoards are not subject to 


Michigan's new open meetings law. even when they perform an 
"essential public service." Ally. Gen. Frank Kelley has ruled. 
Kelley ruled unconsitutional language in the law which includes 
Mime private boards.

A spokes- 
woman for the state Department of Corrections said Bailey would 
go to the prison infirmary to continue his recovery from cancer 
surgery. A request for a medical parole for Bailey is before the 
state parole board and probably will be decided soon .the spokes- 
woman said. Bailey requested the parole, saying he wanted to 
continue outpatient treatment in Providence, R.I., so he could 
recuperate in familiar surroundings. Bailey is serving a two- 
tofour year prison sentence for stealing records from an Algonac 
department store. He was denied his seat in the Rhode Island 
legislature after it was learned he had been convicted of larceny.

Twin Cities School District Plan Outlined 


Ex-Board Member Testifies In Benton Harbor Trial

KALAMAZOO - A former 


Bi'iilim Harbor school board 
member \vho advocated crea- 
ticm of a single metropolitan 
si-IiiHil district in the T\vin Cities 
area outlined Iliat plan here 
yesterday before U.S. District 
court Judge Noel Fox. 


James S. Netlleton, a school 


board member From 1967 to 
1971. described the plan while 
testifying in the trial of the 
Benton 
Harbor 
schools 


desegregation suit. 


If Fox finds there is illegal 


segregation, it will be his res- 
ponsibility to decide on a plan to 
remedy the situation. 


Attorneys for the plaintiffs — 


the NAACP — have asked for a 
remedy that would cross the 


present boundary lines of the 
Benton Harlxtr school district. 


The first phase of the trial 


took four days and ended yes- 
terday with Nollleton's tes- 
timony. A second phase of the 
trial is to be scheduled in Sep- 
tember for defendants other 
than the Benton Harlwr school 
district. That phase may run a 
month, according to attorneys 
in the case. 


Documents outlining details 


of the metropolitan school dis- 
trict plan were entered into 
evidence following Nettleton's 
testimony. Netlleton was a wit- 
ness for the plaintiff. 


Neltleton, of 894 Sierra drive, 


Benton township, said the plan 
called for merging major por- 
tions of the Benton Harbor and 
Lakeshore school districts with 


the St. Joseph school district. It 
would also take in the River K-8 
district in Sodus township. 


The portion of the present 


Benton 
Harbor district 
in 


Bainbridge township would not 
be included in the-proposed dis- 
trict nor would the portion of the 
Lakeshore district south of Lin- 
co road. 


Nettleton testified he fears the 


Benton Harbor district will 
eventually become all black 
unless some way is found to 
reverse the trend. 


Black students comprised 73.1 


per cent of the Benton Harbor 
school district in the 1976-77 
school year. The St. Joseph and 
Ijkoshore 
districts 
arc 


majority white. 


Nettleton said he believes the 


present system 
of racially 


segregated school districts in 
(he Tuin Cities area is having 
an adverse effect on the entire 
community. 


N'ettleton testified that he 


originally recommended the 
metropolitan school district 
plan to the state board of 
education in 1972. The state 
board did not reply to his letter 
containing the recommenda- 
tion, he said. The state board is 
one of 10 additional defendants 
in 
the 
Benton 
Harbor 


desegregation suit. 


The metropolitan plan was 


one of four submitted by a ci- 
tizens redistricting committee 
in 1972 to the state board for 
review, according to documents 
entered into evidence. None ot 
the plans was implemented.

Blaze Damages Benton Church 


Fire caused extensive damage 


early this morning to the Trinity 
Church of God in Christ, 2029 
'Red Arrow highway at Bert 
street in Benton Heights. 


Benton township Acting Fire 


LI. Paul Kosachuk said the 
cause of the fire wasn't deter- 
mined. Kosachuk said the fire 
destroyed tile interior of the 
sanctuary portion of the 130 by 
50-foot building, while a smoke 
explosion pushed out a wall and 
foundation on one side.

a smoke explosion apparently 
was triggered by build-up of 
heat inside.

Windsor said it looked like 
an apartment, and he wanted to 
check for anyone who might be 
inside. 


"I heard a rumbling sound," 


said Windsor. Windsor said he

Elder John McCoy Jr., pastor, 


said at the scene the damage 
estimate has not been deter- 
mined. McCoy said the church 
is insured and he thought the 
amount to be $65,000.

some of the new material she is trying 
here in a small California coastal town 
in a bid to widen her audience. The 
song she and her new slick backup 
musicians swing into is a rock number 
from New Harvest, First Gathering, 
the first album that Dolly Parton has 
produced herself. The song, with its 
heavy, insistent beat, is not what Dolly 
is known for, not one of the country 
tunes she composes, easily on buses 
and in motel rooms late at night It is 
not what her fans have come for, but 
from the back of the auditorium come 
the hoots and hollers that mean they 
also-like Dolly when she is doing rock. 


Dolly is relieved; she has been ner- 


vous about her new material. She 
flashes one of her brightest, sweetest 
smiles at the audience and, at the end 
of the performance, invites them to 
come to the stage door for autographs. 
They come in droves; bringing chil- 
dren, friends and spouses, and Dolly 
patiently scrawls her signature on bits 
of wrinkled paper and on the backs of 
envelopes. 


The appreciation of fans is genuinely 


important to her and always has been 
since she was introduced to the world 
of country music in 1967 by Porter 
Wagonner, a long-time favorite of the 
Nashville crowd. He heard a young, 
blond girl straight from the isolated 
mountains of Tennessee and recog- 
nized in her voice and in the songs she 
composed something special. He hired 
her to appear on his syndicated tele-

vision show, and Porter and Dolly sang 
so well together that audiences began 
to fantasize that they were married. 


Today, however, Dolly is no longer 


content simply to be one of the nation's 
most successful country singers or to 
be linked professionally to anyone. 
Having racked up two best-female- 
singer-of-the-year awards from the 
Country Music Association, having 
learned from repeated appearances on 
Johnny Carson's show that she can 
capture mass audiences just by talking, 
Dolly is now after what Cher and Tony 
Orlando and Dawn have—across-the- 
board stardom. 


She has split with Porter Wagonner 


and has replaced her old country- 
music musicians—which included 
some members of her own family— 
with a sophisticated noncountry 
group. She has hired a high-powered 
Los Angeles management firm to guide 
her—the same company that was the 
behind-the-scenes mentor in the pro- 
fessional lives of Cher and Tony 
Orlando and Dawn. 


Dolly Parton is after a new image. 


But to look "at her, in a motel room 
overlooking the famous hills of Holly- 
wood, you would never know it. It's 
9:30 A.M., and even at this early hour 
she is wearing long false eyelashes, 
and a curly blond wig. 


She knows the exaggerated bouffant 


wigs she wears onstage and off are no 
longer in style. She realizes the paint 
and powder and eyelashes are some- 
times out of place, but she wears the 
whole array even to the supermarket. 
'1 owe it to my public," she ration- 
alizes. 


"Besides, I've always loved garish 


things like flashy clothes and jewelry. 
One of the main reasons is that I grew 
up very, very poor. There were 12 
children in my family. We didn't have 
anything we wanted and barely what 
we needed, so I used to be impressed 
with anything that glittered; in my 
mind it really Idas gold. As a little girl 
I used to think, 'When I get rich I'm 
going to have shiny cars and diamonds 
and pretty clothes.' Children's dreams. 
So now I am living out those dreams. 
I'm like a child dressing up." 


As far back as she can remember, 


music was an important part of her 
life. Dolly's grandfather was a moun- 
tain preacher, and everybody^ in the 
congregation took turns on the guitar. 
In church Dolly learned to love music 
and perfected her talents. She also 
learned that music was a retreat when 
the going got rough. 


"If I didn't like things in the world 


She hos/ired her man- 
agers, replaced the 
man who discovered 
herandaxedherback- 
up band, which in- 
cluded brothers, sis- 
ters 
and 
cousins. 


Whatever the cost, it 
seems, Dolly is deter- 
mined fo shed her 
country

perstar in the world 
ofrockandpopmusic. 


I was living in," she says, "I would 
make up another world in songs. I be- 
came whatever I was singing about 
Because I was always singing and 
composing songs, my uncle Bill Owens, 
who played the guitar, took an interest 
in me. He lived 40 miles away in Knox- 
ville. He took me to radio and TV sta- 
tions, and by 10 I was staying with my 
aunt and uncle in Knoxville during the 
summer, singing on local stations." 


Dolly went through high school — 


the first in her family to do so — not 
because she was a good student (she 
admits she wasn't) but because she' 
felt that if she didn't have the discipline 
to go through those four years of 
schooling, she wouldn't have the per- 
severance needed to attain her goal— 
to become a singing star in Nashville. 


"I graduated school on Friday, and 


Saturday morning I was on the bus," 
she remembers. "I left so quickly I had 
to take dirty clothes with me. I didn't 
have that many clothes, so the first 
day in Nashville I went to the Laundro- 
mat. 1 got me a cola and started walk- 


ing down the street Being straight 
from the.country I still spoke to every- 
body. In the country if you don't you're 
a snob. So this fella hollered at me, 
and I hollered right back. We got to 
talking, and then he came to my uncle's 
house where I was staying. In the coun- 
try you don't go out with a fella, you 
invite him over at first. My aunt 
worked as a waitress, and my deal 
was that I would baby-sit for her. But 
on Thursday she was off, and so I had 
my first date. Two years to the day 
that fella, Carl, and I were married." 


Dolly rules children out for now. 


She'd rather dream about writing 
stories for them—something she 
wants to do in the future. "I hope 
someday Fll be the new Mother Goose. 
I never got enough personal attention 
when I was a child. Not enough caress- 
ing. How can you pick up 12 children? 
So I want to write loving stories for 
other kids that need caressing in their 
lives."

All the 
built-in technological miracles are 
either on the market today or will be 
commercially available within five 
years. And as all the innovations be- 
come available, NASA estimates the 
cost of the house will be about $45,000. 


Representatives of NASA, the De- 


partment of Housing andJJrban Devel- 
opment, the National Association of 
Home Builders Research Institute, the 
Bureau of Standards and the Con- 
sumer Product Safety Commission 
identified new technology and guided 
the design of the house. It contains 
1,500 square feet of living space— 
three bedrooms, a living room with 
fireplace, a dining area, a kitchen, two

space program for a number of years 
and has written five books, including the 
soon-to-be-published Gifts From Space 
(John Day Co.). 


bathrooms, a laundry room and an at- 
tached garage. 


The most striking feature of Tech 


House is the solar collector system — 
384 square feet of flat-plate, fluid-type 
solar panels on the sharply slanted 
roof, the panels face south for maxi- 
mum exposure to the sun and are used 
in combination with nighttime radiators 
and a heat pump to supply virtually all 
requirements for space heating and 
domestic hot water. 


The cooling system uses the same 


equipment as the heating system, ex- 
cept that the night radiators on the 
garage roof replace the solar col- 
lectors. These radiators face north, 
and as the hot water from storage tanks 
circulates through them, heat radiates 
to the atmosphere, lowering the tem- 
perature of the stored water. 


The beauty of the whole system, of 


course, is that the primary source of 
energy — the-sun — is boundless and 
free. Solar collector panels are expen- 
sive (about S20 per square foot in- 
stalled), but experts say the system 
will pay for itself in..about eight years 
of use, without ever creating a fear of 
shortages or exorbitant prices during 
cold winters as do gas and oil. 


The heating of Tech House is auto- 


.matically controlled. By means of a 
computer program written to reflect 
a family's activities, the system only 
heats or cools the rooms being used. 


Other designed features in the house 


take'further advantage of the sun. A 
larger-than-normal roof hangs over the 
south wall, allowing the sun to enter 
the southern windows directly only 
during the cold weather months from 
October to March. The same overhang 
helps cool the house in the summer by 


keeping out sunlight 


To conserve energy further, the heat 


from such large appliances as the re- 
frigerator, the oven and the clothes 
dryer is vented inside during cold 
weather and outside in the summer. 


Even the fireplace has been modern- 


ized to make it more integral to the 
house's heating system. It is located 
near the center of the house, rather 
than at one end where it is inefficiently 
placed in most homes. Instead of using 
already-heated air from inside the 
room as conventional fireplaces do, 
fresh combustion air from outside is 
supplied by a duct directly connected 
to the firebox. This system significantly 
reduces heat loss up the chimney. 
Also, a double-walled firebox allows 
some escaping energy to be returned 
to the room. Finally, the temperature 
of the water in the underground stor- 
age tank can be increased by circulat- 
ing the water through the fireplace 
grate, a coil through which water can 
flow. (Fireplace hot-water system costs 
about $100.) 


Around the house, rolling thermal 


shutters (about 59 each) are built into 
the eaves over windows and can be 
activated from inside to keep out the 
sun during the summer. These shut- 
ters, designers say, reduce cool-air 
loss by 65 percent, with the added side 
benefits of security protection, light 
control, protection from flying debris 
during storms and noise reduction. 


Outside doors ($180 to S200) are 


made of steel and packed with foam 
insulation, then sealed with magnetic 
strips. These doors cut heat loss by 
two-thirds over that of conventional 
solid wood doors and eliminate the 
need for storm doors. 


Between the ^Sheetrock and the 


studs of the interior walls and ceilings, 
polyurethane sheets have been in- 
stalled to prevent infiltration of air 
drafts. Sockets, switches and outlets 
also are sealed and taped, and, in 
effect, the entire house is contained in 
a plastic bag. 
/ 


Selected interior and exterior walls 


of the house are insulated with a plas- 
tic foam—tripolymer (50( per sq. ft.)— 
which has the ability to "flow" into 
space around wires and pipes. This 
superior insulating material, another 
space-program spinoff, is nonflam- 
mable, nontoxic, odor free, rodent re- 
sistant and presents an effective sound 
barrier. 


Another highlight of Tech House is 


its innovative water-recycling system 
(about $435), which cuts the water bill 
by more than 40 percent This system 
stores 110 gallons of runoff water 
from sinks, showers and the washing 
machine. The water is run through a 
common, pool-type, filtration system, 
then used again in toilets. As a side 
benefit, a slight amount of detergent 
remaining in the recycled water helps 
keep toilet bowls clean. 


Tech House has two domestic hot- 


water tanks located in the house-to- 
garage passageway. One tank contains 
a heat exchanger that uses solar en- 
ergy to preheat incoming water to 
approximately -140° F. The heated 
water goes to the electric hot-water 
heater, then to the user. 


In the kitchen, other NASA-devel- 


oped technology eases the work of 
homemakers. For example, a heat- 
pipe, a device with no moving parts 
that uses capillary action of a liquid in 
a sealed pipe to transfer heat, is used 
for cooking roasts and defrosting 
foods. These cooking pins (about $10 
each) or "super skewers," are excel- 
lent conductors of heat and can reduce 
cooking time and fuel use for roasts 
by up to 50 percent. 


Here are some additional space-age 


features of Tech House: 


• Emergency Lighting System ($35 


per unit). Uses the high efficiency and 
long life of fluorescent lamps, which 
have extremely high light output for 
low energy drain. It uses low-voltage, 
high-frequency power generated by 
self-contained, solid-state electronic 
lamp drives, is powered by batteries 
charged with solar energy stored in a 
solar cell and is used during power 
failures. 


• Fire Alarm ($30 to $35 per unit). 


Smoke detectors sense combustion 
products before humans can and sound 
a loud alarm. 


• Temper Foam (about $10 for a 


slat cushion). Initially developed to 
pad astronauts' seats on long-term 
space flights, it provides unusual com- 
fort for house seat cushions and, mat- 
tresses. It contours to a person's shape 
and distributes the weight evenly over 
the contact surface. It also reduces 
fatigue as it absorbs 90 percent of im- 
pact shocks and vibrations, softens 
with increased humidity and transpires 
moisture away from the body

For example, its pointed out 
that "we have all met the *know-it-all' who 
gives the impression that he knows all the 
answers and never has any doubts. Be- 
cause he reveals an inflated image, he will 
repel many people; they will not trust him 
and will react negatively to him." On the 
other hand, many people were found to 
project a deflated image. A typical case is 
cited: the person who always begins his 
statements by saying, "You will think this is 
a dumb idea, but 
" This type is described 


as consistently projecting an unfavorable 
image. He may have some creative ideas,, 
but because of his deflated image neither 
he nor others appreciate their worth. 
2. True. Studies at Kent State University 
revealed that the best communicators — 
the people who "connect" best with others 
— are those who are open-minded, recep- 
tive to new ideas and concepts and willing 
to learn from others. The investigation 
demonstrated that "there was a significant 
negative correlation between communica- 
tion skills and dogmatism." 
3. True. Studies at the Menninger Foun- 
dation have shown that the man who ha- 


. bitually avoids the use of the term woman 


— referring to the opposite sex instead as 
either "girls" or "ladies" — displays a fear 
and distrust of women. The term girl "not 
only serves to avoid certain anxiety-arous- 
ing connotations inherent in the word wo- 
man regarding aggression, sexuality and 
reproduction, it also serves to impart a 
tone of frivolousness and lack of serious- 
ness to ambitious, intellectual and com- 
petitive strivings that women may pursue." 
Similarly, the term lady connotes an 
absence of aggressive impulses. Ladies do 
not struggle with powerful or hostile drives 
or. wishes, or at least they do not express 
them in a threatening (i.e., "unladylike") 
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fashion. It's further observed that "terms 
like lady scientist and lady doctor seem to 
eliminate some of the anxiety associated 
with women who are successful and pow- 
erful in traditionally "masculine pursuits — 
clearly ladies and girb need not be feared; 
they only need to be protected. 
4. False. Ohio State University studies 
show that observations and ratings by 
more than 100 undergraduate judges were 
more favorable under conditions of in- 
creased use of gestures, eye contact and 
smiling. 
5. True. Communication has been aptly 
defined as any behavior that carries a mes- 
sage which is perceived by someone else. 
Studies at Arizona State University pro- 
vide graphic examples of how many of our 
ideas and feelings can be instantly con- * 
veyed without uttering a word. For in- 
stance, "A smile, a frown, a raised eye- 
brow or a manner of walking can convey 
volumes. A nod or shake of the head, a 
glance at one's wristwatch or at a clock on 
the wall, a clenched fist or closed eyes all 
send a swift and succinct message." Each 
of us attaches the same genera! meaning 
to the various expressive facial and body 
movements that make up our silent lan- 
guage. In short, you often can say a great 
deal more "without saying anything/' 
6. True. One advantage is that you can't 
be quoted.

As Charles M. Gallo- 
way, professor of education at Ohio State 
University who has made an extensive stu- 
dy of nonverbal language, concludes from 
his findings: "Not only do words fail to 
carry the full meaning of what we say, they 
aren't as effective as nonverbal expres- 
sions.

Saving Hints For Vacation Time

When it comes to vacation trips, some 


people believe in splurging on the best of 
everything, while others stretch their travel 
dollars by economizing wherever possible. 
But there is no reason both kinds of travel- 
ers can't save money by doing a bit of 
careful planning in advance. Here are four 
suggestions from travel experts. 


1) Trying to reserve a hotel room, a 


campsite or a rental car by long-distance 
phone calling can put quite a dent in (he 
travel budget before you'even start. One 
way trip planners can save is to invest in a 
copy of the Traveler's Toll-free Telephone 
Directory. It lists toll-free numbers for more 
than 9.000 hotels and motels, airlines, car 
agencies, tennis camps, resorts, camp- 
grounds, etc. The directory, covering all 
50 states, costs 52.50 from Landmark 
Publishing. Box 3287-R. Burlington, Vt 
05401, 
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2) Want to estimate accurately in ad- 


vance how much your vacation will cost? 
A veteran traveler has developed this for- 
mula: The cost-per-day for two persons 
will be two-and-a-half times the price of 
your hotel double room. If your room 
costs 528 per day. you can expect to 
spend S70 for everything that day — in- 
cluding the room but excluding shopping 
purchases and intercity transportation. 


3) Several agencies now publish listings 


of private homeowners who wish to ex- 
change houses for a vacation period. Ar- 
rangements are made by mail, with photos 
and references often exchanged. A num- 
ber of letters may be needed to find some- 
one whose free time and geographical pre- 
ferences dovetail with yours, but its worth 
the effort. A travel agent or Pan American 
World Airways (which operates one "vaca- 
tion exchange guide") can tell you about 
the listing books. 


4) If you are traveling overseas, a major 


credit card often can save you money if 
you agree not to use it. For one thing, a 
retailer must pay 5-to 10- percent commis- . 
sion lo the card issuer. For anorher. he in- 
curs bookkeeping costs for credit sales. 
Thirdly, it may take a month or more be- 
fore he gets his money. So. if you show 
your credit card and then say you are will- 
ing to pay cash instead, you may be of- 
fered a sizable discount on your bill.

Accenting to 
the American Automobile Association, 
many resorts 1) charge a "handling 
fee" for processing cancellations: 2) 
fail to mention in advance that their 
rules are for full payment upon arrival 
rather than at departure time; 3) keep 
your deposit if you cancel with less 
than, say, 30 days' notice—even if you 
made the reservation within that 30- 
day period; 4) do not refund deposits 
regardless of circumstances. If you get 
a written confirmation with no mention 
of a cancellation policy, what can you 
assume? Most likely, your deposit will 
Come back If you give at feast 48 hours' 
notice of cancellation. But in a dispute, 
the guest is left out in the cold without 
documentation. You should get as 
much as possible about the arrange- 
ment in writing. 


To Ue Eye Drops 


You can easily leam to apply eye drops 
properly by mastering a new technique. 
Called the "depot" method, it keeps 
drops on the eyeball up to 400% longer 
than other techniques and also allows 
more medication to reach the problem 
area, according to ophthalmologist Dr. 
Frederick Fraunfelder. Here's the 
technique: 
1. Tilt your head back, grasp the lower 
eyelid with your forefinger and thumb 
and gently pull it straight out 
2. Roll eye upward to get the cornea 
out of the area of application. 
3t Place drop in the pocket formed 
when you pulled the eyelid forward, 
thus allowing drop to be placed in the 
less-sensitive tissue which lines the 
eye. Right after placing the drop, look 
down to deepen the pocket 
4. Now, gently lift the lid upward and 
close your eye. Keep it shut for at least 
one to two minutes.
